London, Jan. 4.—the change of events in Russia are

It may mean another joint ef- 
fort by the allies to aid Paissia, in working out her own 
destiny. Observers say the situation today is a complete 
proof at Brest Litovsk of Germany's scheme of annexa- 
tion and it will have a political and moral effect not oni^1 
in Russia and Germany but in America and the neutral 
countries. However, no one in England believes that 
Russia will be able to resume fighting on the Russian 
front.

Washington, Jan. 4.—President Wilson today called 


upon Congress to give him unrestricted government con- 
trol of the federal operation of the country's railroads. 


Before a joint session of the Senate and House the 


President outlined the indispensihle steps necessary to the 
success of Director General McAdoo's administration of 
the railroads. He explained that the steps taken were 
necessary to secure the complete mobilization of the whole 
resources of America by as rapid and as effective means 
as could be found. Private interests, he said, must at the 
piesent give way to public necessity. The President ask- 
ed the necessary means for protecting the interests of the 
r&ilrdad stock holders, measures to protect private in- 
dustries, compensation for tho railroads so as to be able 
to pay them the net earnings equal to the net. earnings 
for the three years preceding June 30, 1917. He added 
"It may be possible through the economic 'policy to add 
to the equipment and to extend the operating facilities 
as much as the present demands are rendered desirable 
without resource to the national treasury for funds." 


The President did not ask for any appropriation but 


said that Director General McAdoo would confer with the 
proper committees at the needed time. It was a plain 
Dusiness message which took fifteen minutes to deliver and 
was received quietly by the legislature. Immediately af- 
ter the President concluded Representative Simms, chair- 
man of the House Interstate Commerce -Committee intro- 
duced a bill carrying out the President's recommenda- 
tions. The Committee will take up the bill Monday. 
•Simms expected to place the bill before the House in a few 
days with the request for immediate action. Simms and 
others of the Interstate Commerce Committee and mem- 
bers of the Rules Committee will confer with the Presi- 
dent tonight.

Washington, Jan. 4.—President Wilson today called 


upon Congress to give him unrestricted government con- 
trol of the federal operation of the country's railroads. 


Before a joint session of the Senate and House the 


President outlined the indispensihle steps necessary to the 
success of Director General McAdoo's administration of 
the railroads. He explained that the steps taken were 
necessary to secure the complete mobilization of the whole 
resources of America by as rapid and as effective means 
as could be found. Private interests, he said, must at the 
piesent give way to public necessity. The President ask- 
ed the necessary means for protecting the interests of the 
r&ilrdad stock holders, measures to protect private in- 
dustries, compensation for tho railroads so as to be able 
to pay them the net earnings equal to the net. earnings 
for the three years preceding June 30, 1917. He added 
"It may be possible through the economic 'policy to add 
to the equipment and to extend the operating facilities 
as much as the present demands are rendered desirable 
without resource to the national treasury for funds." 


The President did not ask for any appropriation but 


said that Director General McAdoo would confer with the 
proper committees at the needed time. It was a plain 
Dusiness message which took fifteen minutes to deliver and 
was received quietly by the legislature. Immediately af- 
ter the President concluded Representative Simms, chair- 
man of the House Interstate Commerce -Committee intro- 
duced a bill carrying out the President's recommenda- 
tions. The Committee will take up the bill Monday. 
•Simms expected to place the bill before the House in a few 
days with the request for immediate action.

Fine Points of Farm Management Illus- 


trated by South Dakota Farmer— 


Uses Mares.

A farmer in Spink county, South Pu- 


kor«, was shown last spring that he 
should got his horse work done cheap- 
er iu order to make his farm pay bet- 
ter. 
So he sold two geldings, aged 


seven years old, for S-150, au<] bought 
two mures of about the .same age and 
quality for $425, which raised two 
colts. On analyzing his business, we 
found that liis horse work cost him 
practically nothing for li)](J. The colts 
paid the bill. This fact i.s convincing 
his neighbors that tlirre is something 
In the finer points of farm manage- 
cient.
